Under the immigration schcme 
of the British and Canadian gov- 
ernments, 14 families of new set- 
tlers are now in Alberta having ar- 
rived the past week from the old 
country. They will be located in 
various places in central ané rorth- 
ern Alberta. 

For the purpose of colonizing 
lands which he ownsin the Leth- 
bridge Northern irrigation tract, 
H. E. Meibach, of Lethbridge, is 
bringing in 20 families from Besva- 
rabia. The new colony, it is plan- 
ed will raise from 300 to 500 acres 
of sugar beets each year. 


Municipal Hail Insurance. 
Approximately 57 per cent. of 
the hail insurance written in the 
province during tne past six years 
was carried under the municipal 
plan, according to a statement made 
at the annual meeting of the muni- 
cipal hail insurance board. 


Provincial Savings Certificates. 

The first quarter of 1925 has 
brought 4 total of $1,948,239 into 
the provincial treasury through the 
purchase of savings certificates. 
This is one of the largest Jota] buy- 
ings for a similar period since the 
savings certificate plan was insti- 
tuted. To date, there are 4702 in- 
vestors in these savings certificates, 
of which 4373 are Alberta investors. 
From United States there are 92 
investors in these certificates while 
British Columbia has provided 106.

Wheat sities from the Al- 
berta divisions of the two transcon- 
tinental railway companies for the 
1924-25 season have totaled to-date 
spproximately 58,861,000 bushels. 
Making allowance for the shipment 
of wheat from Saskatchewan pointe 
on the Alberta divisions, the total 
for Alberta would be approximately 
48,000,000. bushels. The largest 
shipments have been made from 
the Lethbridge division, which com- 
prises the greater part of southern ee ee 
Alberta and from which division 
the wheat shipments have totalled 
to date 20,400,000 bushels. 


A CLEAN SLATE 


“Last West’’ for December gives 
an .account of the success of an 
Alberta farmer. This farmer credits 
part of this success to advice given 
him by another former when start- 


ing homesteading. It was “Never 
put a cent of mortgage on your 


homestead aftergetting yourpatent 
except for illness.’’ The advice 
was followed and this farmer con- 
siders himself quite ptosperous to- 
day. 

How many of us can showa clean 
title to our land to-day? Would 
such advice if given to each of us 
when we took up our land have 
been heeded? There is a lesson 
here for those of us who have our 
land plastered with martgages and 
other encumbrances. We blame 
the other fellow for our troubles, 
when, if we look inwardly we our- 
selves have a great deal to do with 
e real cause, 

We should promptly realize this 
and commence to “Get our houses 
in order’? by clearing off these 
encumbrances as best we can, and 
once getting them cleaned off, 
keep them that way and be like 
the Alberta farmer referred to 
above, contented and prosperous.
